this meeting. After order was called 
and the Secretary had read the min 
ntes ot the previous meeting, the Trea- 
surer proceeded to collect the dues.

Letter from •* Josephine " 

Every year, Boston or its suburbs, 
receives fresh accession of deaf-mutes 
of other States of New England. 
Dissatisfied with the small pay they 
receive as an equivalent for the sweat 
of their brows, or attracted towards 
the metropolis by visions of sudden 
wealth and regal splendor, many a 
lad or Miss — for they are but young 
for tho most part — leave the small dull 
towns of Maine and New Hampshire 
for the Hub, which involves a round 
of pleasure, deaf mute meetings, deal 
mute parties, picnics, etc. Not a few 
have crossed the boundary line between 
Canada and our country and settled 
down in Boston. Strange to say. 
scarcely one of those who had left 
home, friends and all, in search of 
fortune, lias ever failed to obtain a 
situation of some kind or other. In- 
deed, a native of Boston has re- 
marked to me. those who come from 
alar in search of work, have been 
generally more fortunate than some 
others who were born and bred up in 
Boston, or if not quite that who had 
resided long in the Hub. 

At the Society's rooms, one can not 
help being struck at the predominance 
of the young people, A few years 
ago, white or graj heads and middle 
aged heads jams predominant! now 
young heads and faces, fresh with the 
bloom of youth, nearly outnumber 
them. Some of theso " rising genera 
tion, have come from the Artieula 
tion schools of Boston. Northampton, 
and they take quite readily to signs, 
learning the use of them with a faculty 
almost equal to that of the rest, 
this question naturally arises " What 
is the good of putting tho sign Ian 
guage under a ban at school when the 
pupils will lsarn to use it in after 
I " It seems to me that a com 
bination of the two systems may 
prove the most successful.

for the past 36 hours has shocked the 
people of St. John and vicinity. The 
tragedy combined 

PBATBICIDE, SUICIDE AND ARSON, 

and occurred on Saturday night last, 
only two miles from the city, at a 

Elace know as Newlands, near 
irury's Core. The news of the awful 
affair did not spread as rapidly as is 
general in cases of the kind, and a 
couple of hours had elapsed before it 
could be correctly ascertained in the 
city that so serious a crime as that 
which transpired had occurred. The 
rumors were that a deliberate murder 
had seen committed and that the 
murderer had set fire to the house and 
premises. But grave doubts of the 
accuracy of the reports prevailed. 
However, a Telegraph reporter pro- 
ceeded to Newlands and found the fly- 
ing rumors only too true. From as 
early as 8.30 o clock the sky in the 
vicinity of Newlands was bright with 
the reflection of a large fire, though 
by many, considering the time of 
year, it was thought the mere n 
tion of a bosh fire. Little did the 
numbers who watched it think it

as the one we have to relate. The 
road leading to Drury's was alive 
with teams and foot passengers, and 
the long lane leading from the Great 
Marsh Road into the cove, was crowd- 
ed with vehicles of all descriptions, 
from every possible direction. It was 
then nearly 11 o'clock, and the Marsh 
Road, and surrounding fields, were 
brilliantly illuminated with the light 
from the fire, which turned out to 
be that of the Drury homestead. 
The air was still and calm ; there was 
not a breath of wind ; the atmosphere 
clew and cool, and the stars looked 
calmly on the place of such a dread- 
ful crime. Newlands is situated near- 
ly a quarter of a mile off the Marsh 
Road, leading from St. John, past 
the Rural Cemetery, and on towards 
the Kennebeccasis River. The lane 
leading into the homestead is nearly 
opposite the Cemetery gate. The 
homestead, previous to its destruc- 
tion, could be seen from the road. 
At this time, at the scene of the mur- 
der, suicide and destruction, it was 
found that most of the houses and 
outhouses pertaining to the home- 
stead, which was quite extensive, had 
been razed to the ground by the 
flames, and the house itself,

a mass of fire. A mile or so beyond 
the house is located the well known 
Drury Rifle Range. But the fire was 
quickly demolishing the premises 
which no effort could be made to 
save, it being impossible to obtain 
water and three hours after midnight 
the old homestead was a thing of the 
past. Hundreds of people who were 
on the spot rendered all assistan 
their power to rescue the contents of 
the house and barna. Consequently 
all the cattle, carriages and nearly all 
the farm in ti were saved. 

f ether with all the household effects, 
t was a sad sight to see the flames 
carry destruction at will, but a sad- 
der sight was to be seen on the hill- 
side on the green sward under the ; 
light of rung buildings. 

There lay two gray haired old men, 
brothers, stretched on their backs, 
d in death. They were brothers, 
John Drury and Edward ()']',. Drury, 
who had lived together in the home- 
stead since childhood, and who had 
each seen about 70 winters. John 
had murdered bis brother Edward, 
att- ie murder of his brother

His countenance presented 
a shocking aspect — the right temple 
and forehead were blackened with 
powder, the face streaked with blood, 
his mouth wide open. Ah in the '-til- 
er case his limbs were straightened 
out — his hands folded, though the 
expression was sad. But it was ap- 
parent that he had been seized with 
death quickly. He had shot himself 
fair in the right temple and had, it 
was evident, placed the muzzle of his 
deadly weapon close to his hrow, as 
the skin for quite a circumference was 
discolored, singed and blackened with 
powder. 

THE FATAL BALL 

had pierced the temple of the unfor- 
tunate man and lodged inside the 
head. His usual attire, black coat 
and light pants, made the figure easi- 
ly recognizable to those who had seen 
him in the town with cane in hand, 
carefully crossing the streets, for he 
was deaf and dumb and was always 
W. very cautious about passing teams. 
The victim — a few years younger than 
his brother — was similarly attired. 
His death wound was located im- 
mediately behind the right ear ; the 
flesh was not blackened with powder, 
though it was evident that aim had 
been taken by the murderer. There 
was no blood about the face or body 
or any disfiguration of countenance — 
there simply appeared the wound 
behind the ear. As in the suicide's 
case, the ball had lodged inside the 
head. The bodies were viewed by 
crowds of people and with a feeling 
of horror. The injury to Mr. Chip- 
man Drury couJd not, on the grounds, 
be correctly ascertained, he having 

fone into the city to Or. Preston. 
t was understood, however, that he 
had been shot in the abdomen. 

TRE DRURY FAMILY. 

The Drury family is one of the 
oldest in the Province. The father 
of the present family, of whom 
Ward C, Lebanon and George are 
living, (Charles, John and Edward 
to this country in 
in one of Her Maj- 
lle was Col. Drury 
Amelia, daughter of 
Baeen. On retiring 
from the regiment, he settled in St. 
John and was appointed post D 
and registrar of wills and deeds of 
this city. He always resided at New- 
lands, on a property that came to him 
through his wife, and died there 00 
the 21st of Oct., 1830, aged r,',i. His 
wife survived until the fall of 1801 
and also died at Newlands. Of the 
sons, Charles died Feb. 21st, 1880. 
John was a deaf-mute from his birth 
and Edward for a greater part, of his 
life was hard of hearing. John was 
! scholar, smart and active, and 
used to assist in the office his brother 
Ward C, the present registrar of 
wills and deeds. There w(,ra two 
daughters, one of them the wife of 
present Chief Justice Allen, the other 
daughter is dead. Kdward, who was 
67 at the time of his death, was chief- 
ly interested in the farm. John was 
72 years old when his rash act took 
his life as well as that of his h; 

OCCUPANTS OP THE DRURY HOME- 
STEAD. 

Since the death of Col. Drury the 
homestead has been occupied by W. C. 
Drury, Esq., Registrar of Probates for 
the city and county, his wife and 
four children, besides Edward Drury, 
who was deaf, and John Drury, deaf 
and dumb, the two being brothers of 
Drury. There were three wo- 
men attaehed to the household — Helen 
Connolly, Violet Kennedy and Mary 
Ann Connolly, besides several men 
who lived in houses on the farm. 
John became melancholy after the 
death of Col. Drury, another brother, 
and several times his actions were 
such as to necessitate a strict watch 
kept over him. These spells, 
however, were of short duration 
and, as if becoming cognizant of the 
way in which he had acted, he would 
retort) to his former habits, and the 
fears that might have been excited 
would be set at rest.
